REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has not been 
rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found 
which disclose or suggest a pair of yoke shaped electrically conductive members mounted in 
spaced substantially plane parallel array, where each member includes slotted openings that are 
transversely aligned to receive therein the tissue to be treated, where each of the members 
includes a conductive portion disposed above the slotted opening and a conductive portion 
disposed below the slotted opening to configure each member as an electrode disposed above 
and below the slotted opening and operable at one, and wherein a cutter is displaced from 
obstructing transverse alignment of the slotted openings, and a closed configuration in which a 
cutting edge of the cutter passes through the transverse alignment of the slotted openings for 
transversely severing tissue disposed in the slotted openings and across the spacing of the 
members, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set forth in claim 1 .
